VALENCIA CROP IS LESS 





Situation Throughout State 
About Same As Here, 
Official. Reports 


John P. Coy, county horticul- 
‘tural inspector, said in Upland to- 
day that the next navel orange 
crop throughout the county will 
be nearly as large as was the last 
crop, that the Valencia orange 
crop and the lemon production 
will be “somewhat lighter.” 

According to reports he has re- 
ceived from throughout the state 
the same general condition pre- 
vails elsewhere as in the Upland 
district. He predicted that the 
navel crop will be about “90 per 
cent of a normal crop.” 

Concerning the Florida citrus 
situation, Mr. Coy said he under- 
stood that the citrus damage there 
by the recent storm was not ex- 
tensive, being confined to the 
Tampa district. In general, how- 
ever, the Florida production will 
be lighter than an average year, 
he reported. 

More than 6000 cars of citrus 
fruit have been shipped out of this 
district since Nov. 1, 1934. Up to 
September 1, 5000 cars from here 
had been shipped through the local 
office of the 
Growers Exchange. This figure 
is one of the largest of any for the 
Exchange office. In one previous 
year the total was 5400.

In telling of the hunting sea- 
sons, Roy Creighton explained 
that dove hunting comes under 
the migratory law of the federal 
government. The law permits a 
hunter to have only three shells 
in his shot gun.
